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Applicant's amendments and remarks filed 01/24/2008 have been received and reviewed. 
Claims 33-51 are now pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 33-35, 38-45 and 47-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. It is unclear which diseases are intended to be treated by these 
claims. One skilled in the art cannot say which diseases are intended to be treated because the 
skilled artisan cannot say that a given diseases is for sure caused by a genetic defect and another 
is definitely not caused by a genetic defect that mediates homologous recombination. Does every 
patient need to go through genetic testing to check whether the disease is caused by a genetic 
defect that mediates homologous recombination or do only certain patients need testing? 

Claims 33-36 and 38-5 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for treating breast cancer, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for treating the diseases embraced by the claims. The specification does not enable 
any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to use 
the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

The how to use portion of the statute has not been addressed. This means that Applicants 
must teach the skilled practitioner, in this case a physician, how to treat a given subject. The 
physician clearly must know what disease and what symptom are to be treated. In this case, 
Applicants have not provided what is being treated by claims 33-35, 38-45, and 47-51, who the 
subject is, how one can identify said subject (i.e. how one can identify a subject in need), given 
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no specific dose, given no specific dosing regimen, given no specific route of administration, and 
do not specify what diseases or symptom they intend to treat. 

Patent protection is granted in return for an enabling disclosure of an invention, not for 
vague intimations of general ideas that may or may not be workable. Tossing out the mere germ 
of an idea does not constitute enabling disclosure. Genentech Inc. v. Novo Nordisk 42 USPQ2d 
1001. 

As the Supreme Court said in Brenner v. Manson, 148 USPQ at 696: "a patent is not a 
hunting license. It is not a reward for the search, but compensation for its successful 
conclusion." As U.S. Court of Customs and Patent Appeals stated In re Diedrich 138 USPQ at 
130, quoting with approval from the decision of the board: "We do not believe that it was the 
intention of the statutes to require the Patent Office, the courts, or the public to play the sort of 
guessing game that might be involved if an applicant could satisfy the requirements of the 
statutes by indicating the usefulness of a claimed compound in terms of possible use so general 
as to be meaningless and then, after his research or that of his competitors has definitely 
ascertained an actual use for the compound, adducing evidence intended to show that a particular 
specific use would have been obvious to men skilled in the particular art to which this use 
relates." 

Claims 36 and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claims contain subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. These claims are drawn to 
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the treatment of cancer generally. The specification does not provide enablement for the 
treatment of cancer generally. No compound has ever been found that can treat cancers generally 
even though massive efforts have been directed towards this end. Since this assertion is contrary 
to what is known in oncology, proof must be provided that this revolutionary assertion has 
merits. Nearly all anticancer drugs are effective against only a limited group of related cancers. 
Therefore, a compound effective against cancer generally would be a revolutionary exception. 
Applicant is asserting that he succeeded where others have failed. Where extensive efforts have 
all failed, it is reasonable for the Patent and Trademark Office to require proof that the claimed 
invention actually works for this specific utility. It is well established that a utility rejection is 
proper when scope of enablement is not reasonably correlated to the scope of the claims. (In re 
Vaeck 20 USPQ2d 1439, 1444, In re Ferens 163 USPQ 609). 

In re Buting 163 USPQ 689 establishes that even clinical tests showing that a compound 
found to be useful in the treatment of two types of cancers was not sufficient for a much broader 
range. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 33-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Webber et al. 
(US 6,548,494). The reference teaches the use of the instant compounds as PARP inhibitors 
useful in treating various diseases. Applicants argue that the reference does not teach the step of 
selecting a patient having the genetic defect. However, using a method other than selection of a 
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mammal having the genetic defect recited in the claims does not change the method of treatment. 
The mammal is still treated for the same disease using the same compound. 

Claims 35 and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Canan- 
Koch et al. (WO 2004/087713 which has US 2004/0248879 as equivalent). The claim reads on 
the phosphate salt described in page 2, paragraph 2 of the reference which compound is taught to 
be useful in treating breast cancer. 

Claim 51 of this application conflict with claims 33-35 and 37-39 of Application No. 
10/898,653. 37 CFR 1 .78(b) provides that when two or more applications filed by the same 
applicant contain conflicting claims, elimination of such claims from all but one application may 
be required in the absence of good and sufficient reason for their retention during pendency in 
more than one application. Applicant is required to either cancel the conflicting claims from all 
but one application or maintain a clear line of demarcation between the applications. See MPEP 
§ 822. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
